Israel Remembers 
Nazis’ Holocaust

JERUSALEM, Israeli Sector—The wailing of sirens 
awakened Jerusalem Thursday morning. The sirens sig- 
naled the beginning of the day of the holocaust, com- 
memorating the victims of Nazi persecution.

Liquor Case 


Former State Revenue Agent 
G. J. (Red) Towns was acquitted 
by a Fulton Superior Court Jury 
Thursday of charges ‘that he bur- 
glarized a state liquor warehouse 
in 1958. 


Towns, a 38-year-old Pine Lake 
resident who was an agent un- 
der former Revenue Commission- 
er T. V. Williams Sr., was 
charged with taking liquor valued 
at $4,753 from State Liquor Ware- 
house No. 7, which was located 
at 269 Armour Dr., NE. 


He was indicted after testimony 
by Woodrow Merck in a trial last 
May. Merck, who was subse- 
quently convicted and sentenced 
to serve 20 years in connection 
with the warehouse burglary, tes- 
tified that Towns delivered liquor 
to him. 


For Towns it was the end of a 
four-day trial before an all-male 
jury. It was the seccnd time 


he was tried on the burglary 
charge. A _ previous trial last 


December was declared a mis- 
trial. 


Towns’ defense attorney Wil- 
liam E. Spence called the jury 
decision ‘‘a just verdict.’ The 
trial was held before Fulton Su- 
perior Court Judge Durwood T.

In a broadcast, the premier 
said there would be an even big- 
ger change in the government in 
order to defend the African terri- 
tory of Angola. 


Portugal, aware of new massa- 
cres and unrest in Angola and of 
demands of exiles abroad for 
democratic reforms in the govern- 
ment, was alive with rumors. 


Two or three high-ranking of- 
ficers were rumored to have fled 
from their posts. 


During a state of prevention, 
troops are confined to their bar- 
racks but there are no restric- 
tions on civilians. An official de- 
scribed the state of prevention as 
an ordinary precautionary meas- 
ure. 


Gen. Julio Botelho Moniz, the

The heads of diplomatic missions in Moscow were told to 
change their social schedules to attend a huge reception at the 
Kremlin Palace Friday night to honor Gagarin. Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev was reportedly preparing to fly back to Moscow from 
his vacation on the Black Sea. 


Nevertheless, the item people were concentrating on with the 
keenest interest Thursday night, whether they were at home 
watching television or on the streets reading the latest editions of 
the newspapers, was that containing Gagarin’s own account of 
what he had felt and seen. 


Smooth Transition from Blue to Black 


“I should say that the picture of the horizon is most unusual 
and very beautiful. One can see the most picturesque transition 
from the bright surface of the earth to an absolutely black sky in 
which the stars can be seen. This range of transition is very thin— 
a kind of film—a narrow belt girdling the globe. It is a soft, light 
blue color. 


“The entire transition from blue to black is most smooth and 
beautiful. It is even hard to put into words. When I emerged 
from the shaded side of the earth the horizon seemed different. It 
had a bright orange strip which then resolved itself into blue and 
again into pitch black.” 


He said visibility above the earth’s atmosphere was naturally 
much clearer although the view from the cabin of the space ship 
was more restricted than was the normal view from an airplane. 


The sun was “dozens of times more brilliant,’ he said. On the 
dark side of the earth the stars were infinitely more numerous 
‘but I could not see the moon,”’ he said.

This Self-Insurance 


We oppose Jim Peters’ suggestion that 
the state School Building Authority aban- 
don self-insurance. 


The state ought to be moving toward 
more self-insurance, not less. Gov. Van- 
diver right now has a study under way 
to accomplish this. It would save money 
for the taxpayer. 


If the School Building Authority had 
bought commercial insurance during its 
decade of existence, it would have spent 
nearly $5 million of the taxpayer’s money 
by now to pay private companies for it. 


Instead the Authority has its own haz- 
ard reserve, or self-insurance fund. As a. 
result the insurance has cost the taxpayer 
nothing—and the Authority still has its 
capital in the fund. 


Mr. Peters feels this self-insurance 
money ought to be going into operation 
of the school system under the new 60 
million school bond issue. But it would be 
an amount too small to raise teacher pay 
significantly. And presumably the insur- 
ance would be passed over to private 
companies with the taxpayer receiving 
the bill. 


We agreed previously with Mr. Peters 
that too much of the school building 
money was being squirreled away to idle 
in the Authority’s depreciation reserve. 
The amount going into that fund has now 
been cut. 


But to collapse the hazard reserve 
would mean the end of self-insurance. 
And that is false economy.

A Monument of His Own 


So long as Georgians love green pas- 
tures and big trees, and flowers and bird- 
song and fishing, and the dance of sun- 
light on blue lakes, they will owe a debt 
of gratitude to the memory of Cason 
Callaway. 

The tall quiet man who changed al- 
most overnight from a highly successful 
textile executive to open-handed philan- 
thropist, left a mark of beauty on his na- 
tive state more enduring than any monu- 
ment that could be erected to honor him. 
For the garden which he created amid the 
red hills of Harris County in memory of 
his mother he had one simple goal. He 
wanted it to be “the prettiest garden ever 
seen on earth since Adam was a boy” and 
he wanted it to last as long as the waters 
ran and the sun shone down on Georgia. 

“I don’t know what the soul is,” he 
used to say. “But whatever it is, a sense 
of beauty and goodness is at the heart of 
it.” 

The garden on which Mr. Callaway 
spent the energies of his last years was 
only one of the ways in which he gave of 
his great resources, and his prodigious 
creative talents, to help his native state. 

When, in 1932, he was appointed to the 
Board of Regents, he was appalled to find 
how little Georgia was spending on her 
two institutions of higher learning. The 
trouble was not that Georgians were un- 
willing to spend. They just didn’t have 
the money. He set out, therefore, to show 
Georgia farmers how to improve the soil, 
vary their crops, earn more cash income

Streamlining Agencies 
Would Benefit Everyone 


President Kennedy yesterday asked 
Congress to do something about revarmnp- 


ing the nation’s regulatory agencies to ~ 


enable them to act more efficiently in the 
public’s interest. Such action is long over- 
due and the nation’s consumers would 
appreciate Congress’ speedy attention to 
their plight. 

The President expressed especial con- 
cern to the Federal Power Commission 
which has an “incredible backlog’ of 
more than 4,000 natural gas and pipeline 
construction cases pending. Atlanta and 
many other cities now are paying higher 
rates granted almost automatically on 
which the FPC has not yet rendered final 
decisions. Kennedy would increase its 
membership from five to seven and re- 
lieve it of jurisdiction in many incon- 
sequential matters. 

Certainly the proposal to bring about 
greater coordination between other agen- 
cies, especially those working in the same 
general field such as_ transportation, 
makes sense. When these promote special 
interests at the expense of the public, they 
most definitely are working at cross pur- 
poses. 

Industry and the public—thus the na- 
tion—would profit from improving the ef- 
fectiveness of all these regulatory bodies.

Eugene Black Views 
Africa With Realism 


Eugene Black’s work as head of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development for more than a decade 
has earned him world acclaim. 


Back in his native state to deliver 
the Ferdinand Phinizy lectures at the 
University of Georgia, Mr. Black declared 
Wednesday that the best investment the 
West can make in Africa is an investment 
in her people. It will take a long time, he 
said, but Africans must be helped to help 
themselves. This help must be in the form 
of development of educational arid eco- 
nomic systems adapted to the people’s 
needs. 

There are problems peculiar to Africa 
and Africans we must understand. The 
continent’s nationalism, for instance, does 
not yet have the saving grace of patri- 
otism. Bulk of the African people, Mr. 
Black points out, are still bound by tribal 
ties often crossing political boundaries. 

The drive to break the colonial yoke, 
the Georgian reminds us, was more than a 
drive to escape poverty or to bring higher 
standards of living. If it should lead to the 
blind alley of hatred for the white man, 
then Africa again will become a closed 
continent to the Western world, if not a 
new outpost of communism. 

The present state of extreme political 
instability is bound to pass and Africa will 
have to turn to someone for help. From 
his broad knowledge and experience, Mr. 
Black believes the West's big oppor- 
tunity is to channel its aid into areas 
which encourage Africa’s own enterprise 
into rational economic development for 
its own needs, not necessarily in the West- 
ern image.

in church.” As a minister having heard this self-indicting drivel for 
a quarter of a century, I thought I would do a little research on 


the subject. 

So today I raise the question: 
Which has the expensive price 
tag on it, low living or right 
living? Religion or sin? 

A court recently wound up the 
long trial of a doctor and his 
gir] friend and reportedly found 
them guilty of murdering the 
doctor’s wife. A short line at 
the end of the news reporter's 
column added: “Three trials 
and weeks of court procedures 
cost the taxpayers of the state 
nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars."’ 

At the rate of the average 
per capita gifts to churches, this 
would equal the giving of 6,250 
people a whole year. 


Every minister knows that 
many church members spend 
more in one night of wild parties 
than they give to their church 
in 12 months’ time. Yet, they 
are the first to raise a rackety 
voice: ‘“‘The church is always 
talking about money.” Any 
church worthy of the name will 
talk about money. As a matter 
of fact, Jesus said more about 
stewardship than about any sub- 
ject other than salvation. 


If the money that the citizens 
of this state spend for alcoholic 
beverages went into more de- 
serving channels, it would pro- 
vide decent living conditions, 
mental health facilities, better 
highways, cleaner streets, 
sounder schools, stabler politics 
and soberer judgments for ev- 
erybody. 

The real truth of the matter 
is that sin—not the church — 
is the expensive monster in our 
midst and let’s get the facts 
straight about it once and for 
all. The “rat hole” of finances 
is not missions, Sunday schools, 


sermons, and community bet- 
terment, but white-lightning, 
vulgar night clubs, numbers’ 
rackets, confidence games, 
speak-easies, hush-hush ‘‘mas- 
sage’’ parlors, and dim-lit dun- 
geons where the foul play of 
mind and soul is an embarrass- 
ment to God. These carry the 
expensive price tags, extracting 
their tax in grief, misery, im- 
paired health, lost status, fouled 
faith, and sorry substance. 


“But the church is always 
talking about money,’’ and if 
the churches didn’t, most of 
these sinners wouldn’t have a 
place to cure their alcoholism, 
or a home where their illegiti- 
mate children can be born, or 
a clean bed in which deserted 
children might sleep, or a well- 
heated room in which neglected 
youngsters can sing, “Jesus 
loves me this I know for the 
Bible tells me so.”

They are among the more 
than 100,000 persons in more 
than 1,300 American communi- 
ties who have taken the Action 
Course in Practical Politics 
sponsored by the national and 
local Chambers of Commerce. 


Although it probably is too 
early to measure the influence 
of the upsurge of businessmen’s 
interest in politics, indicated 
by the swelling enrollments in 
this course, it is certain that 
some impact is being felt. 


Opie Shelton, head of the At- 
lanta chamber, recalled Thurs- 
day that in Baton Rouge, La., 
businessmen were so stimulat- 
ed that they began to seek po- 
sitions in local government. 


6 SOUGHT OFFICE 


‘Six of them got so interest- 
ed they ran for public office 
and every one of them was 
elected. They didn’t run for 
governor or mayor. They went 
after jobs on the city council 
and the school board. They 
realized that no public office 
was beneath their dignity, be- 
cause policy is made on these 
boards,”’ Shelton said. 


In Atlanta, about 150 persons 
have taken the courses in the 
past year and a half, and the 
current enrollment runs about 
as high as the four earlier ones 
combined. Fifteen men have 
gone back to their own firms 
and tought the courses they 
took. 


The Atlanta operation claims 
to be “‘absolutely non-partisan,”’ 
and the list of discussion leaders 
(teachers) would seem to prove 
they come from both political 
parties. 


NON-PARTISAN 


For instance, McCready John- 
ston is a leading Atlanta Repub- 
lican, and he led one course. 
Mike Cheatham of the Coca- 
Cola Co, is an officer in the 
state Young Democratic organi- 
zation, and he led another. 


To be sure, the chamber and 
the businessmen operate on the 
theory that members and young 
executives will bring a conserva- 
tive outlook to political action. 
But it doesn’t include party per- 
suasion. 


The courses, whose only cost 
is a $6 fee for printed material, 
are broken down into many 
phases: individuals in politics, 


party organization, political 
campaigns, financing of cam- 
paigns, etc.

Split on Insurance 


Breaks Up Meeting 


The State School Building Au- 
thority broke up a meeting in 
spirited argument Thursday over 
whether the body should insure 
its own buildings or pay pre 
miums to commercial insurance 
firms for Hazard coverage. 


State Auditor B. £E-. Thrilsber 
Jr., authority chairman, and: Rob- 
ert 0. Arnold, member and Board 
of +6 rage chairman, insisted the 
state is getting a bargain by in- 
suring its’own buildings. 


FIGHT STATE METHOD 


Members James §. Peters, 
State Board of Education chalr- 
man, and B, 1, (Buck) Murphy, 
Atlanta attorney, argued ‘the state 


should not set up an insurance 


firm to cover the costs of any 
school damages. 


Upshot of the meeting was an 
agreement to call in outside in- 
surance consultants to study the 
situation before the state sells $60 
million worth of bonds to start a 
new school building program. 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook was one 
of those arguing for the outside 
study. ‘The situation has be- 
come so confusing that I would 
have to abstain from voting either 
way until | have time to study 
it,"’ Cook said. 


34.9 MILLION COST 


The authority's attorney, Ar- 
thur Howell, said during the meet- 
ing that the state would have 
paid $4.9 million in premiums to 
commercial firms if the state had 
not insured its $200 million worth 
of schools scattered throughout 
the state which were built bY the 
authority. 


Arnold and Thrasher added that 
this money has been saved by the 
authority, and that the interest 
it has been drawing has been 
meeting all the damage claims. 


Peters and Murphy argued that 
the authority had to set up an in- 
surance company of its own— 
providing the capital for the com- 
pany and then paying premiums— 
to write its own insurance. 


Peters said the money could 
be used to finance better schools 
in the state now if it were not 
being accumulated es a reserve 
program. 


CHEAPEST TO COMBINE 


‘‘My guess is that.the cheapest 
and safest thing you can do is 
to use a combination of the two 
(state and commercial insur- 
arce),’’ Murphy said. 


Thrasher declared that if the 
self-insurance feature were de- 
leted “you would be donating 
to some insurance company more 
than 90 per cent of the money 
that is being spent for insurance. 
The interest on our savings has 
paid the claims so far.” 


‘How can you beat a plan that 
doesn’t cost anything?” asked 
Arnold. 


Before the authority got into 
the insurance argument, it heard 
a complaint from the Atlanta 
architectural firm, Stevens and 
Wilkinson, that $40,000 of its fees 
is being held up without legal 
authority. 


COOK TO DECIDE 

The authority decided to ask 
Cook, in his capacity as attorney 
general, whether the authority 
legally could withhold those fees 
while it is pressing claims 
against the firm for allegedly 
defective designs, 


Henry Troutman Sr., attorney 
for the firm, said the funds are 
being held up despite the fact 
some of the buildings have been 
completed and accepted by the 
authority, while the firm has not 
been able to obtain an itemized 
statement of the alleged defects 
on others. 


John Sims, executive director 
of the authority, replied that, he 
had given itemized claims to 
John Greer, former state sena- 
tor from Lakeland who reported- 
ly represents the firm.

(A — Five 
Fayette County Negroes have 
been arreste2 and charged with 
illegally registering to vote in 
this civil rights storm center. 


Sheriff C.. E. Pattat said the 
five had been stripped of their 
right to vote because of prior 
convictions on felony charges. He 
said the arrests were made on 
evidence pieced together by agents 
of the Tennessee Bureau of Crim- 
inal Investigation. 


The Negroes were identified as 
Irene Holcomb, James Olds, Ed 
Lee York, William Johnson Jr. 
and Ernest Johnson. 


Fayette and neighboring Hay- 
good County, both predominantly 
Negro, have been torn by racial 
tension since Negroes began regis- 
tering in numbers to vote in the 
1960 elections. Whites in both 
counties have been named in pend- 
ing Justice department suits 
charging them with economic re- 


prisals against Negroes who regis 
tered.

Gal- 
vao and Delgado live in exile in 
Brazil. 


The seizure was followed early 
last month by a savage outbreak 
by Negro terrorists in northern 
Angola in which 45 persons were 
killed—by official tally. About 
3,500 whites were evacuated to 
Luanda, the Angola capital. 


Thursday the government-sup- 
ported news agency, Lusitania, 
reported another massacre in 
northern Angola. 


It said waves of Negroes, nude 
to the waist, their faces painted 
red, fell upon settlers in the Ucua 
district Tuesday and killed 13 of 
the 20 Europeans with long 
knives. 


The Europeans fled to rooftops 
and to barricades of automobiles 
and other material and put up a 
desperate defense, killing 100 of 
the attackers, the news agency 
said. 


It added that the attack took 
place at lunchtime and was not 
discovered by outsiders until a 
low-flying military plane flew 
over the settlement Thursday and 
saw the bodies and many burned 
buildings.

Sani going to watch me kill her—because if you don’t I'll kill 
all of us.” 


The child said Cooley stomped her mother in the stomach and 
burned her twice with a cigaret. Then, Melody said, she poured 
cold water on her mother but failed to rouse her. 


‘MIGHT HAVE TO KILL’ 


Melody fled from their ranch home, she said, after her father 
warned her: ‘“‘Don’t tell the police anything—I might have to 
kill you.” 


During the inquest. Cooley, suffering from a recurring heart 
ailment, sat at the counsel table in a wheelchair. He kept his eyes 
closed most of the time and occasionally screwed his face into a 
grimace.

Juvenile Delinquency Deterrents

ALBANY—An Atlanta juvenile 
court judge strongly urged the 
formation of a state youth com- 
mission here Thursday to help 
combat juvenile delinquency. 


Speaking to more than 1,000 
delegates and guests attending 
the 47th annual Georgia Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers 
convention Judge W. W. Wool- 
folk of the Fulton County Juve- 
nile Court said, ‘‘A youth com- 
mission is badly needed on the 
state level to cope with the ever 
increasing youth problems.” 


“For several years the PTA 
has advocated the formation of 
such a commission. It is a sen- 
sible, modern approach to our 
whole problem of helping young 
people to become mature, re- 
sponsible adults, able to cope 
with this complex world.”’

with their own problems or 
their children’s.

He pointed out that teenagers 
marry before they are able to 
face adult problems. “‘Our prob- 
lem is to help them realize that 
marriage is not romantic 
glamor, but a serious business 
for adults.” 


Dr. Kravtin said in a recent 
study he had conducted that 
most teen-age marriages occur 
when the young people are jun- 
iors and seniors in high school. 


PREMARITAL PREGNANCY 


His report revealed that ap- 
proximately one-third to one 
half of all high school girls 
who marry were pregnant. At 
least one-half, probably three- 
fourths of the boys, the report 
added, who marry while still of 
high school age were involved 
in premarital pregnancy. 


Dr. Kravtin in his report, ad- 
vocated more parent education 
programs, and marriage and 
family education programs in 
junior and senior high schools 
and churches. 


Speaking on “Youth Sensitiv- 
ity,’ Carl Hodges of Fitzgerald, 
president of the Georgia Edu- 
cation Assn., said, “Many of 
the problems of juvenile delin- 
quency can be attributed to the 
violence of many TV programs, 


the cheapness of pulp maza- | 


zines, the anxiety of our times, 
especially the armaments race, 
and the economic race to ob- 
tain material things.”’ 


TWO SUGGESTIONS 


The GEA president suggested 
two ways for parents to heip 
their children, keep their sen- 
sitive awareness and accept 
their responsibility of being 
good citizens: 

1. Parents must give their 
children love. This helps the 
child develop self-respect and 
esteem. The unloved child be- 
comes an unloving adult. 


2. To set good examples of 
responsible living before chil- 
dren. Parents who are active in 
community, church and civic 
clubs and _ fair-minded in- 
dividuals in dealing with others 
usually have children who are 
the same.

‘“‘Gene,”” the neighbor contin- 
ued, “has raised more money 
and done more hard work for 
the local woman’s club than any 
other person in the history of 
the town and county.

Each time, her 
bedroom has been the mecca 
and gathering place for our 
church and civic-minded people.

“I'd just like to be your caddy and help count money some 
day,’ Art Fowler used to say. ‘‘You don’t know how good ‘you re 
gonna be.” 


Mathews was only 19 the summer he socked 32 homers. He was 
a star from the start at home plate, but he caught almost as Many 
balls at third base with his chest as he did his glove. 


From the moment Walker first spotted Mathews at Bradenton 
he stamped the ‘Can't Miss’’ label on the muscular youngster 
from Santa Barbara. 


And, of course, Walker and the others didn’t miss in their evalu- 
ation of Mathews. Countless hours of work have turned Mathews 
into a polished fielder. Ground balls fractured his nose on three 
occasions in Atlanta, but he now protects his features and position 
in style. Last summer in an annual poll he was a unanimous choice 
as the major league third baseman. 


Mathews* has never challenged Babe Ruth’s mark, as many 
predicted he would, but he has inscribed his name in the record 
books, Consistency has been his trademark. 


Even to an agent who has closely followed the Mathews’ career, 
his current standing in the home run department is surprising. 


In nine full terms with the Braves, Mathews has averaged 38 
homers and 100 RBI per season. He has never hit more than 47 in 
a campaign, but he hasn't dipped below 30 since his freshman year 
when he powered 25 out of the park. 
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—Mathews Ahead of Greenberg and Rajah 


Off hand you'd probably say that Hank Greenberg, Chuck Klein, 
Al Simmons and Rogers Hornsby owned more homers than Math- 
ews. But.they don’t. He passed these elites last season when he 
mauled 39 and drove in 124 runs in the Braves’ futile pennant bid. 


As Mr. Don Davidson, the little man who does a big job for the 
Braves, notes in the brochure, Mathews now occupies the 12th spot 
in the major league homer parade with a total of 339° 

By poling 32 circuit clouts, a description which used to send Col. 
Ed Danforth into. orbit, Mathews can climb to seventh this summer. 
He would vault over such renowned sluggers as Joe DiMaggio, 
Ralph Kiner, Johnny Mize, Duke Snider and Gil Hodges. 


And for Mr. Chuck Dressen to fulfill his prediction that he 
will win the pennant, Mathews must hit more than 32. Ed 
waited no later than opening day to belt No. 1, parking an Ernie 
Broglio serve over the fence in the fourth inning. The Braves 
neglected to add to that total, however, and St. Louis did in 
Warren Spahn, 2-1. 


Minor league phenoms frequently fade into the oblivion under 
the bright spotlight of the big time. But Mathews presented bona 
fide credentials of greatness. 


Chatting with Bob Thorpe in the semi-privacy of Poncey, you 
remembered the 1950 Crackers. Mathews blasting one into the dis- 
tant magnolia tree on the bank in center, Thorpe lacing line drives, 
Casey swaggering in from the bullpen, St. Claire blocking home 
plate, Clary belting clutch hits and opponents, Fowler winning 19, 
Country climbing the center bank. 


After all these years it still seems that Thorpe is sitting in the 
wrong dugout every time I see him at Poncey.
